Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the JP reference discloses 
a zig-zag pattern, however, as the marked up copies supplied by the examiner in the final rejection indicate, one can look at the dots in a 
line pattern as shown. The same can be said about the discontinuous line portions in Mizutani et al as shown by the examiner in the 
marked up figure attached to the final rejection. The examiner believes one can take this position since the applicant, as indicated in the 
sections referred to in the final rejection, disclose that their pattern can be of dots and/or a discontinuous pattern to form the lines (see 
instant figues 5A, 5E and 6). It appears the applicant is arguing that their pattern is continuous (or solid as recited in newly presented 
claim 15), however, the claims fail to recite so. 
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
